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SYNOPSIS OF SCENES 


ACT I Scene 1—Father de Smet visits Rocky Mountain House in his search for the 
Blackfoot, to make peace between them and the Flathead Indians. 

Scene 2—Continuing his search, he meets with an escaping murderer and 
is able to convince him of the need for confessing his crime in 
order to gain salvation. 

Scene 3—John McDougall visits the home of Reverend Henry Steinhauer, 
native missionary, White Fish Lake. 

Scene 4—On his way to Fort Garry for supplies, John McDougall stops at 
the Anglican mission of Reverend Henry George, near what is 
now the eastern border of Saskatchewan. 

Scene 5—The McDougalls have started a mission school and their agricul¬ 
tural program has begun . . . Victoria Mission, 90 miles east of 
Fort Edmonton. 


INTERMISSION 

ACT II Scene 1—The Anglican missionary, Reverend Newton, encounters disregard 
for property at Fort Edmonton. 

Scene 2—Reverend Samuel Trivett, visiting Reverend J. W. Tims, to see 
the marriage of an Indian convert and his squaw, at Blackfoot 
Crossing, discovers there are still difficulties with the Indians. 

Scene 3—Sandford Fleming, representing the soon-to-be-built railroad, dis¬ 
cusses plans with several missionaries. The meeting experiences 
a dramatic interruption with the arrival of three Indians. 

Scene 4—At the Catholic Mission of Notre Dame de la Paix, Father Con¬ 
stantine Scollen and Father Leon Doucet receive two prospectors, 
followed by a murderer.
